REMARKABLE SURGERY. 


Organs of Animals Transferred to 


Human Beings. 


Two or three years ago some enter- 


prising surgeons in Chicago tried an 
interesting 
experiment 
on a dog. 


They removed a kidney, and con- 
nected the artery and big vein of the 
organ with corresponding blood ves- 
sels in the neck of the same animal. 
Their object was to see whether thesa 
channels would remain sound, and 
If the kidney -arould perform its duty 
of removing impurities from the sys- 
tem when transplanted to a new po- 
sition. It cy, and so indicated that 
perhaps *^eniViidney of an animal 
might p4^k,"e|V>e.substituted for the 
diseased o*"^,elfjf a human being 
some day. Wet»». ^Frenchman named 
Jaboulay has f^^f;1 up that experi- 
ment with twoH. —'"which are of 
an even more encoaifaU,-ig character, 
although he did not go as far as some 
one else will do eventually. 


In both instances human patients 


were the subjects of the experiment, 
but the transplanted organ was not 
Introduced into their bodies, but con- 
nected with one arm, at the bend of 
the elbow. In both instances the con- 
nection with the artery was perfect 
enough to establish a circulation of 
the blood through the kidney, and 
the kidney extracted a little material 
from the blood. Inasmuch as gan- 
grene set in, it was deemed desirable 
to remove the kidney after threa 
days. In one case the kidney of a pig 
was used. In the other it was taken 
from a goat. 


As any physician can readily see, it 


would- be unnecessary in any f uturfe 
undertaking of this class to put the 
new organ in the place occupied bj' 
the old one. All that is necessary Ia 
to connect the blood vessels of the 
kidney with a human artery and vein, 
and provide means for collecting the 
discharge from the sewer pipe of the 
organ. 
Jaboulay thinks that the 


bend of the elbow offers a particular- 
ly convenient and safe place for the 
graft. 
The worst drawback to his 


experiment was the formation oS 
blood clots in the transplanted organ. 
Whether this was due to the species 
of animal from which it was taken 
or to some other circumstance he was 
not able to determine.—New York 
Tribune. 


Power of Falling Water. 


By way of experiment, an Ameri- 


can, who is mentioned as "a sport 
and an acrobat," made a -wager In 
Vienna with an athlete that the lat- 
ter could not endure the falling of a 
pint of water on his hand, drop by 
drop, in one spot, from a height of 
only three feet. The athlete had an 
enormous hand, lined with skin al- 
most as thick and tough as cowhide. 
But when about three hundred drops 
had fallen there was a change of 
opinion, and at the 420th drop he 
gave up, declaring that he could no 
longer endure the torture.—Tit-Bits.

WANTED, A DISEASJE, 


One Good Pest Deserves .Another, 
Says Science* 


A 


NY one who can contribute a 
fatally sick rat, mouse or rab- 
bit to the Department of Agri- 
culture may unwittingly confer 


a benefit of millions of dollars annu- 
al lr on this country. What the depart- 
ment wants is a fatal and contagious 
malady, and it is working hard to get 
one now. But up to date the -work Is 
merely promising. There has not been 
any satisfactory result to record. So, 
if any one has a hutch of rabbits swept 
off by a sudden and mysterious disease, 
or if he notices any swift and sudden 
.mortality among the rats and mice in 
his locality, that may be the very thing 
the department is looking for. 


Of course, every one knows that the 


gopher problem is a serious one in 
many pans of the West, and the rab- 
bit pest has at times threatened to de- 
vastate 
Australia. 
Altogether the 


small animals do a great amount of 
damage, but most people do not realize 
how great the aggregate of this dam- 
age really is. Yet in one county of the 
State of Washington last year field 
mice did damage estimated at half a 
million dollars. In the same time 
wolves in Wyoming alone mulcted the 
stock men of $1,000,000 worth of cat- 
tle, while the damage from field mice, 
field rats, ground squirrels, pocket 
gophers and similar little "varmints" 
throughout the United States, espe- 
cially in the West and South, amounted 
to many millions. 


To cope with these pests is one of 


the most interesting tasks of the bio- 
logical survey of the Department of 
Agriculture. It has been at the prob- 
lem in a quiet "way for several years, 
and it has about come to the conclu- 
sion that, although it is possible to trap, 
poison and otherwise reduce the pests 
in many Instances, the thing that Is 
really needed is a contagious disease 
that can be bottled up in the laboratory 
and distributed to do its own work on 
an infinitely more effective scale than 
can traps and poisons. 


That there is some such disease, or 


that one can be produced, the scientists 
of the department do not doubt. The 
trouble tip to date has been to find it 
The biological survey has been work- 
ing in conjunction with the bureau of 
animal Industry, and there have been 
some promising' leads struck, but none 
of them has turned out to be just what 
was wanted. For instance, they are 
working with one disease now that is 
fatal to a certain breed of field mice. 
But it will not touch others, and the 
rats laugh at it in conscious immunity. 
Also there are plenty of contagious ani- 
mal diseases that could be turned 
loose on the rats, ground squirrels and 
rabbits, but they would kill a horse 
Just as quickly as they would a rat, so 
they are not wanted. 


It was some years back that the sur- 


vey lost just the chance it has been 
looking for. Ernest Seton Thompson 
was up in Canada, where there was a 
pest of rabbits. Then he noticed that 
the rabbits were "rapidly dying out. 
There was some mysterious disease 
carrying them off, and it was not long 
before the country was almost cleared 
of them. He realized that the disease 
might prove valuable and managed to 
catch some sick rabbits and* shipped 
them to a laboratory in New York, hut 
the problem was not just in the biolo- 
gist's line, and he did not realize the 
immense importance of.it, so the secrel 
was not grasped. Now the biological 
survey is looking out for similar occur- 
rences, and if the chance offers will 
make the most of them. 
Thefe is a field mouse disease that Is 


harmless to domestic animals, and the 
survev is trying hard to make it Tirti- 
lent enough to do business with some 
of the larger pests. It promises well, 
but the scientists have had too many 
disappointments to be bragging in ad- 
vance. But they are actually trying to 
reinforce the disease and make it worse 
than it has proved up to date. This is 
getting pretty deep into the network of 
germolosy and t'oxi'e science. It means 
really breeding up disease germs on 
somewhat the same plan that plants 
and animals are now bred by the de- 
partment But there Is a hope thai; 


they may be able to do iAn Ililin with 
it 
Anyhow", they are trying. 
*

from abroad of the wonderful tune* 
foreign bacteriologUta bait? «acce«dc4 
in doing Im the contagfoos diaeaae* UM 
for small animal pert*, bat thovgb «•!< 
tare* hare bee* bought abroad and 
tried faithfully here no result* hart 
ever been obtained.

TM, 
contagion quality has not developer 
yet in any of the foreign culture* tried. 


The biological surrey has been abte 


to do a good deal in a practical way 
with the rabbit pest. Some time ago 
the forest service set up a howl of in- 
dignation. It had planted some hun- 
dreds of thousands of young trees, nur- 
sery stock, in one of toe Califontiajfepr- 
est reserves, and tbe rabbits ate jfijn 
up in about a week. Then it sel^^ 
several hundred acres frith white pint 
seed to restore the land after a fire, 
and the rabbits cheerfully' set to work. 
dug up all the seeds and -at*-, them. 
But the biologists were loaded Ytlr rab- 
bit, so to speak, and they-:fnn*J|iied 
the forest people with a harmless wa&b 
to soak then- pine nuts in before plant- 
lug, and with a cheap dip for the nur- 
sery stock which a self-respecting rab- 
bit will no more nibble than will an or- 
dinary human being smell bisulphite 
of carbon for a perfume. 


In this the biologists confessedly 


took a leaf out of the book of the 
Pinte and other desert dwelling In- 
dians. The Flutes hare been cachelng 
food supplies of pine and pinion nuts 
in the desert for hundreds of years, 
and they found that the rabbits, the 
ground squirrels andprairle~dpgs would 
clean out their cache. Bnt'they found 
by experience that there was^Uttle 
desert weed that the ground anlmaH 
disliked excessively, and that anything 
dipped in a tea steeped from the bark 
of the weed was rabbit proof for a 
long time thereafter. So the rabbit* 
were checkmated on that play and the 
forest officers have no more trouble in 
the rabbit country. 
' 


But it is the very presence of thel| 


forest reserves that has bred the pres- * 
ent plague of timber wolves in the 
West There is no hunting allowed In 
the reserves and they form nurserieit'' 
for game of all sorts. But it seen*, 
that they breed wolves quite as -fast as „ 
they breed anything else, and the cat^ 
tie raisers have been made painfnll|r 
aware of the fact 


In the days of the buffalo on'the 


plains there were thousands of wolves 
who lived off the herds. When the buf- 
falo was killed off the wolves disap- 
peared also, till there was not one 
where there used to be a thousand.

He has not done, any shoot 
Ing, but is trying the effects of poisons 
and traps. But the'wolves are about 
.as cunning as foxes, and after you have 
trapped a few and poisoned a few in a 
given district the rest grow wary, and 
the poisons and traps are relegated to 
seat twenty-three. The wolves get so 
crafty that they will not swallow a 
piece of meat without mouthing it, and 
if they get the bitter taste of strych- 
nine or arsenic they will drop.it and 
look for something else to eat Wheth- 
er or not the survey will be able to kill 
them off with some contagious disease 
is a question, but they are rapidly be- 
coming as great a pest and far more 
dangerous thanthesinaller '-varmints,"

REMARKABLE SURGERY. 


Organs of Animals Tnuisferrcd to 
Human Beings. 


Two or three years ago some enter- 
prising surgeons In Chicago tried an 
Interesting 
experiment 
on a dog. 
They removed a kidney, and con- 
nected the artery and big vein of the 
organ Avith corresponding blood ves- 
sels In the neck of the same animal. 
Their object was to see whether these 
channels would remain sound, and 
If the kidney would perform its duty 
of removing impurities from the sys- 
tem when tran»plai!ted to a new po- 
sition. 
It djA and so Indicated that 
perhaps 
tf^u^ldney 
of an animal 
might pf;^ii"»J>be»8ub3tituted for the 
diseased W-h^mnciPf ^ liuman being 
some day. W w " . Mi'renchman named 
Jaboulay has 
that experi- 


ment with twoS.^ 
~ w h i c h are of 
an even more encott^kjiig character, 
although he did not go as far as some 
one else will do eventually. 


In both Instances human patients 
were the subjects of the experiment, 
but the transplanted organ was not 
Introduced Into their bodies, but con- 
nected with one arm, at the bend of 
the elbow. In both instances the con- 
nection with the artery was perfect 
enough to establish a circulation of 
the blood through the kidney, and 
the kidney extracted a little material 
from the blood. 
Inasmuch as gan- 
grene set In, it was deemed desirable 
to remove the kidney after threo 
days. In one case the kidney of a pig 
was used. 
In the other it was taken 
from a goat. 


As any physician can readily see. It 
would' be unnecessary in any futurfe 
undertaking of this class to put the 
new organ In the place occupied hy^ 
the old one. 
All that is necessary la 
to connect the blood vessels of the 
kidney with a human artery and vein, 
and provide means for collecting the 
discharge from the sewer pipe of the 
organ. 
Jaboulay 
thinks 
that 
the 
bend of the elbow offers a particular- 
ly convenient and safe place for the 
graft. 
The worst drawback to his 
experiment 
was the formation ot 
blood clots In the transplanted organ. 
Whether this was due to the species 
of animal from which it was taken 
or to some other circumstance he was 
not able to determine.—New York 
Tribune. 


Power of Falling Water. 


By way of experiment, an Ameri- 
can, who is mentioned as "a sport 
and an acrobat," made a wager in 
Vienna with an athlete that the lat- 
ter could not endure the falling of a 
pint of water on his hand, drop by 
drop, in one spot, from a height of 
only three feet. 
The athlete had an 
enormous hand, lined with skin al- 
most as thick and tough as cowhide. 
But when about three hundred drops 
had fallen there was a change of 
opinion, and at the 420th drop ho 
gave up, declaring that he could no

NY one who can contribute a 
fatally sick rat, mouse or rab- 
bit to the Department of Agri- 
culture may unwittingly confer 
a benefit of millions of dollars annu- 
ally on this country. What the depart- 
ment wants is a fatal and contagious 
malady, and it is working hard to get 
one now. But up to date the work is 
merely promising. There has not been 
any satisfactory result to record. 
So, 
if any one has a hutch of rabbits swept 
oil by a sudden and mysterious disease, 
or if he notices any swift and sudden 
.mortality among the rats and mice in 
his locality, that may be the very thing 
the department is looking for. 


Of course, every one knows that the 
gopher problem is a serious one in 
many parts of the West, and the rab- 
bit pest has at times threatened to de- 
vastate 
Australia. 
Altogether 
the 
small animals do a great amount of 
damage, but most people do not realize 
how great the aggregate of this dam- 
age really is. Yet in one county of the 
State of 'Washington last year field 
mice did damage estimated at half a 
million dollars. 
In the 
same 
time 
wolves in Wyoming alone mulcted the 
stock men of $1.000»000 worth of cat- 
tle, while the damage from field mice, 
field 
rats, ground 
squirrels, pocket 
gophers and similar little "varmints" 
throughout the United States, espe- 
cially in the West and South, amounted 
to many millions. 


To cope with these pests is one of 
the most interesting tasks of the bio- 
logical survey of the Department of 
Agriculture. It has been at the prob- 
lem in a quiet way for several years, 
and it has about come to the conclu- 
sion that although it is possible to trap, 
poison and otherwise reduce the pests 
in many Instances, the thing that Is 
really needed is a contagious disease 
that can be bottled up in the laboratory 
and distributed to do its own work on 
an infinitely more effective scale than 
can traps and poisons. 


That there is some such disease, or 
that one can be produced, the scientists 
of the department do not doubt. 
The 
trouble up to date has been to find it. 
The biological survey has been work- 
ing in conjunction with the bureau of 
animal Industry, and there have been 
some promising leads struck, but none 
of them has turned out to be Just what 
was wanted. 
For instance, they are 
working with one disease now that is 
fatal to a certain breed of field mice. 
But it will not touch others, and the 
rats laugh at it in conscious immunity. 
Also there are plenty of contagious ani- 
mal diseases 
that could be 
turned 
loose on the rats, ground squirrels and 
rabbits, but they would kill a horse 
Just as quickly as they would a rat, ao 
they are not wanted. 


It was some years back that the sur- 
vey lost just the chance it has been 
looking for, 
Ernest Seton Thompson 
was up in Canada, where there wag a 
pest of rabbits. Then he noticed that 
the rabbits were rapidly dying out. 
There was some mysterious disease 
carrying them off, and it was not long 
before the country was almost cleiared 
of them. He realized that the disease 
might prove valuable and managed to 
catch some sick rabbits and* shipped 
i them to a laboratory in New York, hut 
the problem was not Just In the biolo- 
gist's line, and he did not realize the 
immense importance of,it, so the secret 
was not grasped. Now the biological 
survey is looking out for similar oqcar- 
rences, and if the chance offers wUl 
make the most of thenu 


Thefe is a field mouse disease that is 
harmless to domestic animals, and the 
survey Is trying hard to njake it viru^ 
lent enough to do business with some 
of the larger pests. It promises well, 
but the scientists have had too many 
disappointments to be bragging in adr 
vance. But they fire actually trying to 
reinforce the dlseas« and make it worse 
than it has proved up to date. Thl3 
getting pretty deep into the network oi 
germology and toxiq science. It means 
really breeding up disease germa on 
somewhat the same p,lan that plants 
and animals are now bred by the de- 
partment.

There have been a number of reportt 
from abroad of the wonderful things 
foreign bacteriologists 
succeeded 
in doing in tho contagious diseases line 
for small animal pests, but though cui« 
tures have been bought abroad and 
tried faithfully here no results hare 
ever been obtained. Some of the germs 
have proved fatal t® the animals that 
ate them, but the same is true of any 
sort of poison that can bet bought \>y 
thè pound and spread on -bViad. Thfc 
contagion quality has not developed 
yet in any of the foreign cultdres tried 


The biological survey has been able 
to do a good deal in a practical way 
with the rabbit pest. 
Some time ago 
the forest service set up a howl of in* 
1 
dlgnation. 
It had planted some hun- 
dreds of thousands of young trees, nur» 
sery stock, in one of the Californi 
est reserves, and the rabbits ate 
up In about a week. 
Then it 
^ 
several hundred acres'with white pine 
seed to restore the land after' a fire, 
and the rabbits cheerfully sèt to work, 
dug up all the seeds .and at« them« 
But the biologists were loaded for rab* 
bit, so to speak, and they ' furnished 
the forest people with a harmless wash 
to soak their pine nuts in before plant- 
ing, and with a cheap dip for the nur- 
sery stock which a self-respecting rab* 
bit will no more nibble than will an or- 
dlnai^ human being smell bisulphide 
of carbon for a perfume. 


In this the biologijBts confessedly 
took a leaf out of the book of the 
Piute and other desert dwelling Im- 
dians. The Flutes have been cacheing 
food supplies of pine and pinion nuts 
in the desert for hundreds of years, 
and they found that the rabbits, the 
ground squirrels and prairie logs would 
clean out their cache. But they found 
by experience that there was a"" little 
desert weed that the ground animali 
disliked excessively, and that anything 
dipped in a tea steeped from the bark 
of the weed was rabbit proof for a 
long time thereafter. 
So the rabbiti 
were checkmated on that play and the 
forest officers have no more trouble in 
the rabbit country. 
^f. 


But it is the very presence of thei| 
forest reserves that has bred the pres- 
ent plague of timber wolves in th^ 
West. There is no hunting allowed in 
the reserves and they form nurseriet'* 
for game of all sorts. 
But it seemi^ 
that they breed wolves quite as fast as ^ 
they breed anything else, and the cnt^ 
tie raisers have been made painfukf. 
aware of the fact. 


In the days of the buffalo on*the 
plains there were thousands of wolves 
who lived off the herds. When the buf- 
falo was killed off the wolves disap- 
peared also, till there was not ono 
where there used to be a thousand. 
Then the cattle men began to stock the 
ranges, and the wolves found the con- 
ditions much the same as

days. 
They promptly multiplied and 
increased till they are now doing an 
Immense 
amount of 
damage, aided 
largely by their asylum in the forest 
reserves.

The biological survey has sent oul 
one of its best men to study the vroli^ 
problem, Vernon Bailey, and he haa 
been skeeing and snowshoelng through 
Wyoming and Montana, while the 
^now 
was 
on the ground and the 
wolves were particularly easy to track 
aùfl filùdy. He has not done,any shoot- 
ing, but is trying tho effects of poison« 
and traps- But tjic wolves are about 
aa cunning as foxes, and after you have 
trapped a few and poisoned a few in a 
given district the rest grow wary, and 
the poisons and traps are relegated to 
seat twenty-táiree. The wolves get so 
crafty that they will not swallow a 
piece of meat without mouthing it, and 
if they get the bitter taste of strych- 
nine or arsenic they will drop it and 
look for something else to eat. Wheth- 
er or not the survey will be able to kill 
them off with some contagious disease 
is a question, but they are rapidly be- 
coming as great a pest and far more 
^ 
dangerous than the smaller "varmints."

REMARKABLE SURGERY. 


Organs of Animals Transferred to 
Human Beings. 


Two or three years ago some enter­ 
prising surgeons in Chicago tried an 
interesting 
experiment 
on a dog, 
They removed a kidney, and con­ 
nected the artery and big vein of the 
organ with corresponding blood ves­ 
sels in the neck of the same animal. 
Their object was to see whether these 
channels would remain sound, and 
if the kidney would perform its duty 
of removing impurities from the sys­ 
tem when transplanted to a new po­ 
sition, 
It 
and so Indicated that 
perhaps jfCmij^idney of an animal 
might p^^^y*J»be,substituted for the 
diseased ttV»wnoicif a human 
some day. Wet»», fre n c h m a n named 
Jaboulay has f^io7d ‘\ uP that experi­ 
ment with twonr ^» 
which are of 
an even more encotifiujjoig character, 
although he did not go as far as some 
one else will do eventually. 


In both instances hum an patients 
were the subjects of the experiment, 
but the transplanted organ was not 
introduced into their bodies, but con­ 
nected with one arm, at the bend of 
the elbow. In both instances the con­ 
nection with the artery was perfect 
enough to establish a circulation of 
the blood through the kidney, and 
the kidney extracted a little material 
from the blood. 
Inasmuch as gan-* 
grene set in, it was deemed desirable 
to remove the kidney after threo 
days. In one case the kidney of a pig 
was used. 
In the other it was taken 
from a goat. 


As any physician can readily see, it 
would* be unnecessary in any futurfe 
undertaking of this class to put the 
new organ in the place occupied by 
the old one. 
All that is necessary is 
to connect the blood vessels of the 
kidney with a human artery and vein, 
and provide means for collecting the 
discharge from the sewer pipe of the 
organ. 
Jaboulay thinks that the 
bend of the elbow offers a particular­ 
ly convenient and safe place for the 
graft. 
The worst drawback to his 
experiment was the formation oil 
blood clots in the transplanted organ. 
W hether this was due to the species 
of animal from which it was taken 
or to some other circumstance he was 
not able to determine.— New York 
Tribune.

NY one who can contribute a 
fatally sick rat, mouse or rab­ 
bit to the Department of Agri­ 
culture may unwittingly confer 
a benefit of millions of dollars annu­ 
ally on this country* W hat the depart­ 
ment wants is a fatal and contagious 
malady, and It is working hard to get 
one now. But up to date the work Is 
merely promising. There has not been 
any satisfactory result to record. 
So, 
if any one has a hutch of rabbits swept 
off by a sudden and mysterious disease, 
or if he notices any swift and sudden 
mortality among the rats and mice in 
his locality, that may be the very thing 
the department Is looking for. 


Of course, every one knows that the 
gopher problem is a serious one in 
many parts of the West, and the rab­ 
bit pest has at times threatened to de­ 
vastate 
Australia. 
Altogether 
the 
small animals do a great amount of 
damage, but most people do not realise 
how great the aggregate of this dam­ 
age really is. Yet in one county of the 
State of Washington last year field 
mice did damage estimated at half a 
million dollars. 
In the 
same 
time 
wolves in Wyoming alone mulcted the 
stock men of $1,000,000 worth of cat­ 
tle, while the damage from field mice, 
field 
rats, ground 
squirrels, pocket 
gophers and similar little “varmints” 
throughout the United States, espe­ 
cially in the West and South, amounted 
to many millions. 


To cope with these pests is one of 
the most interesting tasks of the bio­ 
logical survey of the Department of 
Agriculture, It has been at the prob­ 
lem in a quiet way for several years, 
and it has about come to the conclu­ 
sion th a t although it is possible to trap, 
poison and otherwise reduce the pests 
in many Instances, the thing that is 
really needed is a contagious disease 
that can be bottled up in the laboratory 
and distributed to do its own work on 
an infinitely more effective scale than 
can traps and poisons. 


That there is some such disease, or 
that one can be produced, the scientists 
of the department do not doubt. 
The 
trouble up to date has been to find it. 
The biological survey has been work­ 
ing in conjunction with the bureau of 
animal Industry, and there have been 
some promising leads struck, but none 
of them has turned out to be just what 
was wanted. 
For instance, they are 
working with one disease now that is 
fatal to a certain breed of field mice. 
But it will not touch others, and the 
rats laugh at it in conscious immunity. 
Also there are plenty or contagious ani­ 
mal diseases 
that could be 
turned 
loose on the rats, ground squirrels and 
rabbits, but they would kill a horse 
just as quickly as they would a rat, so 
they are not wanted. 


It was some years back that the sur­ 
vey lost just the chance it has been 
looking for. 
Ernest Seton Thompson 
was up in Canada, where there was a 
pest of rabbits. Then he noticed that 
the rabbits were rapidly dying out. 
There wfas some mysterious disease 
carrying them off, and it was not long 
before the country was almost cleared 
of them. He realized that the disease 
might prove valuable and managed to 
catch some sick rabbits and* shipped 
. them to a laboratory in New York, but 
the problem was not just in the biolo­ 
gist's line, and he did not realize the 
immense importance of *it, so the secret 
w*as not grasped. 
Now the biological 
survey is looking out for similar occur­ 
rences, and if the chance offers will 
make the most of them* 


Thefe is a field mouse disease that is 
harmless to domestic animals, and the 
survey is trying hard to make It virti- 
lent enough to do business with some 
of the larger pests. It promises well, 
but the scientists have had too many 
disappointments to be bragging in ad- 
vance. But they ¿re actually trying to 
reinforce the 4isea^ and make it worse 
than it has proved up to date. This i& 
getting pretty djeep into the network of 
germology and toxic science, It means 
really breeding up disease germs on 
somewhat the same ptlan that plants 
and animals are now bred by the de­ 
partment.

contagion quality has not develope 
yet in any of the foreign cultures tried. 
The biological survey has been able 
to do a good deal in a practical way 
with the rabbit pest. 
Some time ago 
the forest service set up a howl of in» 
dignation. 
It had planted some hun­ 
dreds of thousands of young trees, nur> 
sery stock, in one of the Californi 
est reserves, and the rabbits ate 
up in about a week. 
Then it 
several hundred acres'with white pine 
seed to restore the land after’ a fire, 
and the rabbits cheerfully s6t to work, 
dug up all the seeds and at« them 
But the biologists were loaded for rab­ 
bit, so to speak, and they' furntehed 
the forest people with a harmless wash 
to soak their pine nuts in before plant­ 
ing, and with a cheap dip for the nur­ 
sery stock which a self-respecting rab­ 
bit will no more nibble than will an or* 
dinary human being smell bisulph^e 
of carbon for a perfume. 


In this the biologists confessedly 
took a leaf out of the book of the 
Piute and other desert dwelling In­ 
dians. The Piutes have been cacheing 
food supplies of pine and pinion nuts 
in the desert for hundreds of years, 
and they found that the rabbits, the 
ground squirrels andprairie^ 4ogs would 
clean out their cache. But they found 
by experience ■ that there was a 4* little 
desert weed that the ground anlmali 
disliked excessively, and that anything 
dipped in a tea steeped from the bark 
of the weed was rabbit proof for a 
long time thereafter. 
So the rabbits 
were checkmated on that play and the 
forest officers have no more trouble in 
the rabbit country. 


But it is the very presence of th e ^ 
forest reserves that has bred the pres 
ent plague of timber wolves in th$ 
W est There is no hunting allowed in 
the reserves and they form nurserie#' * 
for game of all sorts. 
But it seemi^ 
that they breed wolves quite as fast a a * 
they breed anything else, and the cat* 
tie raisers have been made painfuMf, 
aware of the fact. 


In the days of the buffalo o n 4 the 
plains there were thousands of wolves i 
who lived off the herds. When the buf« 
falo was killed off the wolves disap­ 
peared also, till there was not one 
where there used to be a thousand. 
Then the cattle men began to stock the 
ranges, and the wolves found the con­ 
ditions much the same as in the buffalo 
days. 
They promptly multiplied and 
increased till they are now doing an 
immense 
amount of 
damage, aided 
largely by their asylum in the forest 
reserves. 
* ■ 


The biological survey has sent out 
one of its best men to study the wolis 
problem, Vernon Bailey, and he has 
been skeeing and snowshoeing through 
Wyoming and Montana, while the 
$now 
was 
on the ground and the 
wolvea were particularly easy to track 
and study. He has not donetany shoot­ 
ing, but is trying tho effects of poison*' 
and traps. B ut tjie# wolves are about 
as cunning as foxes, and after you have 
trapped a few and poisoned a few in a 
given district the rest grow wary, and 
the poisons and traps are relegated to 
seat twenty-three. The wolves get so 
crafty that they will not swallow a 
piece of meat without mouthing it, and 
if they get the bitter taste of strych­ 
nine or arsenic they will drop it and 
look for something else to eat. Wheth­ 
er or not the survey will be able to kill 
them off with some contagious disease 
is a question, but they are rapidly be­ 
coming as great a pest and far moro 
dangerous than the smaller “varmints/1 
—Washington Star.

"I want to 
first make enough moaey to buy a 
nice home, furnish it neatly, and 
have a salary amounting to enough 
to hire a servant girl to relieve my 
wife from the drudgery about the 
house. I want to arrange it so she 
will have the tirae to devote to her 
social duties so that life will be pleas- 
am for her and relieve her of the 
monotonous part of a humdrum 
life." 


"Are 
you looking for a fool for a 


wife?" Mr. Brokaw asked. "You 
are not beginning with the right idea 
for a poor man. Any •woman who is 
not willing to marry a man of good 
character, education, and plenty of 
energy, even though he has little 
money in his pocket, is not the right 
kind of a woman. Lots of love and 
fifty cents is all you need. 
If the 


girl does not look on the practical 
side of life, and is not willing to 
fight the battle with you, she will be 
a millstone around your neck, and 
is not worthy of you." 


There are about twenty young 


men employed in the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, and only two or three 
of them are married. 
Mr. Brokaw 


takes much interest in the welfare 
of the young men employed by the 
bank. Mr. Brokaw was until recent- 
ly president of the 
Kansas State 


Bankers* Association. 


"The young man I 
questioned 


about getting married is just like a 
great many others," Mr. Brokaw 
said recently. "He had the idea that 
money produces happiness and makes 
things smooth in married life. 
It 


is well to have money and to lay 
aside some for a rainy day, but the 
man whose sole aim in life is to make 
and accumulate money cannot be a 
happy man, whether he is married 
or single. 
He makes no return to 


humanity and to the community for 
the compensation he draws, and is 
not the right kind of a man. 


"I have made a study of the ef- 


fect of money as a power to produce 
happiness among men and women. I 
have found that, as a general rule, 
the man who labors for a few dol- 
lars a week or month, who takes 
pleasure in striving for the little bet- 
ter thing's all the time, who has good 
habits, character, and a pleasant lit- 
tle family, is by far the happiest kind 
of a man. There may be some bumps 
and rough places occasionally, but 
day In and day out that kind of a 
man is happier than the one who 
has amassed wealth and is struggling 
to take care of what he has and to 
make more. 


"But there is a distinction be- 


tween rich people, the same as in 
other classes. 
Some of them are 


happy, and make others around them 


happy. 
The selflih man who pur- 


sues the dollar with the ambition to 
amass more wealth, unmindful of 
his obligations to humanity and of 
an honest purpose; who is not will- 
ing to sacrifice any of his time or 
money in the interests of his city 
or for the upbuilding of better things 
for the common good, is not a happy 
man. 
His "heart is too small. 
He 


might have riches, power, fine homes 
and all those things which look invit- 
ing to the man who hasn't them, but 
that does not bring happiness. 


"The real happy rich man is the 


one who is thrifty, mindful of the in- 
terests and the rights of his fellow- 
man, 
makes money 
hcnescly 
and 


conscientiously, steps out of his way 
here and there ro relieve suffering; 
who looks to it ibat the interests of 
his wife and children are protected, 
but. who is vi-illing to give of his 
bounty for humanity, for good gov- 
ernment, and for the upbuilding of 
his community. That is the thrifty but 
unselfish man. 
A man cannot sac- 


rifice the principles of a square deal 
and his conscience to amass wealth 
and then buy happiness by giving to 
the poor. It must be honesty and a 
square deal all the way through. 


"Selfishness and greed are danger- 


ous things. When young people be- 
gin life with the idea that if they 
ran only amass wealth they will be 
aappvf they make a bad beginning. 
They should be thrifty and saving, 
and lay aside some each week or 
month as a matter of protection, but 
there are other interests in life to 
serve. 
It.is right that the young 


woman, should be very careful to se- 
lect the right kind of a man. 
But 


if he has education, character and 
energy he has a fortune that all the 
hardships in the world could not 
bankrupt. The girl who. marries him, 
even though he has only fifty cents 
in his pocket, is a fortunate girl. If 
she is the right kind of a girl they 
will get along all right in this world. 


"I will give an illustration. ?.Ir. 


P. W. Goebel, the president of this 
bank, made his fortune in Kansas, 
and is one of the successful business 
men of the State. 
When he was 


married many years ago he had just 
fifty cents in his pocket after he had 
paid the priest. 
That was all the 


money they had with which, to be- 
gin life. 
Their wealth at that time 


did not consist in money. 
Each of 


them had that loyalty of purpose, 
that energy, determination and char- 
acter which furnishes a solid founda- 
tion for a beginning. 
It is what 


wins. 
We should think of other 


things besides amassing money for 
ourselves and oar children. 
It is 


criminal to neglect the training of a. 
child in a struggle for money. Ed- 
ucation, character and energy are 
the greatest inheritances that par- 
ents can leave children. That early 
training is what counts. 
My obser- 


vation has been that legacies of mon- 
ey, on the average, do more harm 
than good. They take from the lega- 
tee the very incentive which makes 
the parents succeed. 
Look at the 


training and cultivation of character 
in youth more than to amassin'g a 
fortune to leave to the children. 
Leave them something more than 
money."—Kansas City Star.

"Selfishness and greed are danger- 
ous things. 
When young people be- 
gin life with the idea that if they 
can only amass wealth they will be 
happy, they make a bad beginning.

money they had with which to be- 
gin life. 
Their wealth at that time 
did not consist in money. 
Each of 
them had that loyalty of purpose, 
that energy, determination and char- 
acter which furnishes a solid founda- 
tion for a beginning. 
It is what 
wins. 
We should think of other 
things besides amassing money for 
ourselves and our children. 
It is 
criminal to neglect the training of a 
child in a struggle for money. Ed- 
ucation, character and energy 
are 
the greatest inheritances that par- 
ents can leave children. 
That early 
training is what counts. 
My obser- 
vation has been that legacies of mon- 
ey, on the average, do more harm 
than good. They take from the lega- 
tee the very incentive which makes 
the parents succeed. 
Look at the 
training and cultivation of character 
in youth more than to amassing a 
fortune to leave to the 
children. 
Leave them something more than 
money."—Kansas City Star.

that this Btate offered flattering pros­ 
pects for diamond mining, but capi­ 
talists were timid/ and it has taken 
a long process of reasoning to 
get 
them interested. At last the work is 
fairly under way, and the results will 
be eagerly watched. The plant to do 
the mining is now in process of in­ 
stallation 
in 
Elliott 
county, 
and 
January 1 an immense diamond wash­ 
ing pan and its accessory machinery, 
built 
from 
South 
African models 
began an exhaustive test of the Ken­ 
tucky Kimberlite deposits, which geo­ 
logists say are' practically indentical 
with the olivine pyroxine rock in the 
Kimberley fields in South Africa. 


Elliott county is the first and only 
place in the United States which has 
made an effort to determine the pos­ 
sibilities of diamond mining in this 
country. Most of the finds so far have 
been in alluvial deposits, and one of 
the best was a 24-karat stone of fine 
quality picked up in Virginia some 
60 years ago, but the source of those 
has never been found. Geologists be­ 
lieve that 
the 
wholesale 
washing 
operations will 
determine 
whether 
these deposits carry true gems and in 
paying Qualities.

“Yes, but------ ” 
“That’s all you need to start with,” 
interrupted the banker, 


“If that’s all I had to start with, 
my finish would come pretty quick­ 
ly,” 'answered the clerk. 
“I want to 
'first make enough money to buy a 
nice home, furnish it neatly, and 
have a salary amounting to enough 
to hire a servant girl to relieve my 
wif$ from the drudgery about the 
house. 
I want to arrange it so she 
will have the time to devote to her 
social duties so that life will be pleas­ 
ant for her and relieve her of the 
monotonous 
part of a humdrum 
life.” 


"Are you looking for a fool for a 
wife?” Mr. Brokaw asked. 
“You 
are not beginning with the right idea 
for a poor man. 
Any woman who is 
not willing to marry a man of good 
character, education, and plenty of 
energy, even though he has little 
money in his pocket, is not the right 
kind of a woman. 
Lots of love and 
fifty cents is all you need. 
If the 
girl does not look on the practical 
side of life, and is not willing to 
fight the battle with you, she will be 
a millstone around your neck, and 
is not worthy of you.” 


There are about twenty young 
men employed in the Commercial Na­ 
tional Bank, and only two or three 
of them are married. 
Mr. Brokaw 
takes much interest in the welfare 
of the young men employed by the 
bank. 
Mr. Brokaw was until recent­ 
ly president of the Kansas 
State 
Bankers’ Association. 


“The young man 
I 
questioned 
about getting married is just like a 
great many others,” 
Mr. 
Brokaw 
said recently. 
“He had the idea that 
money produces happiness and makes 
things smooth in married life. 
It 
is well to have money and to lay 
aside some for a rainy day, but the 
man whose sole aim in life is to make 
and accumulate money cannot be a 
happy man, whether he is married 
or single. 
He makes no return to 
humanity and to the community for 
the compensation he draws, and is 
not the right kind of a man. 


“I have made a study of the ef­ 
fect of money as a power to produce 
happiness among men and women. I 
have found that, as a general rule, 
the man who labors for a few dol­ 
lars a week or month, who takes 
pleasure in striving for the little bet­ 
ter things all the time, who has good 
habits, character, and a pleasant lit­ 
tle family, is by far the happiest kind 
of a man. There may be some bumps 
and rough places occasionally, but 
day in and day out that kind of a 
man is happier than the one who 
has amassed wealth and is struggling 
to take care of what he has and to 
make more. 


“But there is a distinction be- 
N tween rich people, the same as in 
other classes. 
Some of them are 
happy, and make others around them 


happy. 
The selfish man who pur­ 
sues the dollar with tho ambition to 
amass more wealth, unmindful 
of 
his obligations to humanity and of 
an honest purpose; who is not will­ 
ing to sacrifice any of his time or 
money in the interests of his city 
or for the upbuilding of bettor things 
for the common good, is not a happy 
man. 
His heart is too small. 
Ho 
might have riches, power, fine homes 
and all those things which look invit­ 
ing to the man who hasn’t them, but 
that does not bring happiness. 


“Tho real happy rich man is tho 
one who is thrifty, mindful of the in­ 
terests and tho rights of his fellow- 
man, makes money 
honestly 
and 
conscientiously, steps out of his way 
here and there to relievo suffering; 
who looks to it that the interests of 
his wife and children are protected, 
but who is willing to give of his 
bounty for humanity, for good gov­ 
ernment, and for tho upbuilding of 
his community. That is the thrifty but 
unselfish man. 
A man cannot sac­ 
rifice the principles of a square deal 
and his conscience to amass wealth 
and then buy happiness by giving to 
the poor. 
It must be honesty and a 
square deal all the way through. 


“Selfishness and greed are danger* 
ous things. 
When young people be­ 
gin life with the idea that if they 
can only amass wealth they will be 
happy, they make a bad beginning. 
They should be thrifty and saving, 
and lay aside some each week or 
month as a matter of protection, but 
there are other interests in life to 
serve. 
It.Is right that the young 
woman should be very careful to se­ 
lect the right kind of a man. 
But 
if he has education, character and 
energy he has a fortune that all the 
hardships In tlie world could not 
bankrupt. The girl wha marries him, 
even though he has only fifty cents 
in his pocket, is a fortunate girl. 
If 
¿he is the right kind of a girl they 
will get along all right in this world. 


“I will give an illustration. 
Mr. 
P. W. Goebel, the president of this 
bank, made his fortune in Kansas, 
and is one of the successful business 
men of the State. 
When he was 
married many years ago he had just 
fifty cents in his pocket after he had 
paid the priest. 
That was all the 
money they had with which to be­ 
gin life. 
Their wealth at that time 
did not consist in money. 
Each of 
them had that loyalty of purpose, 
that energy, determination and char­ 
acter which furnishes a solid founda­ 
tion for a beginning. 
It is what 
wins. 
We should think of other 
things besides amassing money for 
ourselves and our children. 
It is 
criminal to neglect the training of a 
child in a struggle for money. Ed­ 
ucation, character and energy are 
the greatest inheritances that par­ 
ents can leave children. 
That early 
training is what counts. 
My obser­ 
vation has been that legacies of mon­ 
ey, on the average, do more harm 
than good. They take from the lega­ 
tee the very incentive which makes 
the parents succeed. 
Look at the 
training and cultivation of character 
in youth more than to amassing a 
fortune to leave to the children. 
Leave them something more than 
money.”—Kansas City Star.

O noon, when ho was fishing 
p in Nelson’s Crook, which 
Hows through the moun­ 
tain« of West Virginia into tho Poto- 
muo. 
From the western side of the 
creek the mountain rose in a gray 
fissured bluff fully sixty feet in height, 
A dead black-gum tree growing at the 
margin of the water reached half-way 
up the face of the bluff, and round the 
top of this tree Lee observed a great 
flight of bees. 
The tree, it appeared, 
was a “bee-treo.” 


Lee watched the inserts with inter­ 
est, for he was himself a bee-keeper. 
In partnership with Fred Armstrong, 
who lived on the adjoining farm, ho 
was operating an apiary, which had 
grown from six to twenty colonies, 
and had already produced a pleasant 
little bank account.

LINCOLN THE ATHLETE 


H ow th e YoutU’s Boillly V l*or Stood 
H im In Good Stead« 


Young Lincoln’s bodily vigor stood 
him in good stoad in many ways. 
In 
frontier life strength and athletic skill 
served as well for popular amusement 
as for prosaic toil, and at times, in­ 
deed, they wore needed for personal 
defense. 
Every community had its 
champion wrestler, a man of consider­ 
able local importance, in whose success 
the neighbors took a becoming interest* 
There was, not far from Now Salem, 
a 
settlement called Clary’s 
Grove, 
where lived a sot of restless, rollicking 
young backwoodsmen with a strong 
liking for frontier athletics and rough 
practical jokes. 
Jack Armstrong was 
the leader of these, and until Lincoln’s 
arrival had been tho champion wrestler 
of both Clary’s Grove and New Salem. 
He and his friends had not the slight­ 
est personal grudge against Lincoln; 
but hearing 
the 
neighborhood talk 
about the newcomer, 
and especially 
Offut’s extravagant praise of his clerk, 
who, according to Offut’s statement, 
knew more than any one else in the 
United States, and could beat the whole 
country 
at 
running, 
jumping 
or 
“wrastling,” they decided that the time 
had come to assert themselves, and 
strove to bring about a trial of strength 
between Armstrong and Lincoln. Lin­ 
coln, who disapproved 
of 
all 
this 
“wooling and pulling,” as he called it. 
and had no desire to come to blows 
with his neighbors, put off the en­ 
counter as long as possible. At length 
even his good temper was powerless to 
avert it, and the wrestling match took 
place. 
Jack Armstrong soon found 
that he had tackled a man as strong 
and skillful as himself; and his friends, 
seeing him likely to get the worst of 
it, swarmed to his assistance, almost 
succeeding, by tripping and kicking, 
in getting Lincoln down. 
At the un­ 
fairness of this Lincoln became sud­ 
denly and furiously angry, put fortu 
his entire strength, lifted the pride of 
Clary’s Grove in his arms like a child, 
and holding him high in the air. almost 
choked the life out of him. It seemed 
for a moment as though a general light 
must follow; but even while Lincoln’s 
fierce rage compelled their respect, his 
quickly returning self-control won their 
admiration, and the crisis was sniely 
passed. 
Instead of becoming enemies 
and leaders in a neighborhood feud, as 
might have been expected, the two 
grew to be warm friends, the affection 
thus strangely begun lasting through, 
life. They proved useful to each other 
in various ways, and years afterward 
Lincoln made ample amends for his 
rough treatment of the other’s throat 
by saving the neck of Jack Armstrong’s 
son from the halter in a memorable 
trial for murder. r The 
Grove- 


“boys” voted Lincoln “the cleverest fel­ 
low that had ever broke into the set­ 
tlement,” and thereafter took as much 
pride in his peaceableness and book- 
learning as they did in the rougher and 
more questionable accomplishments of 
their discomfited leader.—From Helen 
Nieolay’s “The Boys’ Life of Abraham 
Lincoln,” in St. Nicholas.

HEIGHT OF THE ATMOSPHERE. 


Estimates Which Considerably* Ex- 


ceed the Old Ones. 


Something like half a century ago 


it was thought that the atmospheric 
envelope of the globe was about for- 
ty-five miles thick. The belief wa« 
based on the r^te at which the density 
of the air diminished 'at successive 
levels, as measured with barometer* 
in balloons and on mountain tops. 
Of course, no one ever went up forty- 
five miles, but for a long time no one 
was in a position to question the ac- 
curacy of the figures. At length a 
new basis for calculation was afford- 
ed. Simultaneous observations of a 
meteor from widely separated sta- 
tions on the earth's surface, together 
with careful measurements of the 
angle formed by the line of sight with 
a true horizontal, led to the convic- 
tion that the air must extend upward 
more than a hundred 
miles. 
A 


meteor is a. bit of cold stone or metal 
which remains Invisible until friction 
between its surface and the air makes 
the former hot. ,The meteor becomes 
Incandescent from its high velocity. 
Still another method of computation 
is described by T. J. J. See, an astron- 
omer, in a recent issue of the United 
States Monthly Weather Review. 


If a person knows the exact i t> 


ment of sunset (which he can leaj-n 
from an almanac) and then notices 
when the last trace of blue disap- 
pears from the sky, he will be able 
to determine the height of the atmos- 
phere within five or ten miles by la 
formula which 
Mr. See supplies/ 


Since the few observations thus far 
made show -slight 
differences. It 


would seem to be necessary that the 
matter be followed up further, so 
that the average of a large number 
could be found. The theory on which 
this plan is based is that the blue is 
reflected from_ microscopic particles 
of nitrogen and oxygen In the upper 
ayers of the atmosphere. This the- 
ory, says Mr. See, receives its most 
striking confirmation from the long 
duration of the blue color after sun- 
set, showing the great height of the 
larticles which scatter the blue light. 
There can, he thinks, be very little 
doubt that our atmosphere extends 
to a height of about 130 miles. 


Mr. See declares that a person 


gifted with good eyesight can, with a

;Ions easily, especially as they re- 
quire no instrumental aid.

HEIGHT OP THE ATMOSPHERE, 


Estimates Which Considerably Ex* 
cced the Old Ones* 


Something like half a century ago 
it was thought that the atmospheric 
envelope of the globe was about for- 
ty-five miles thick. 
The belief was 
based on the r^te at which the density 
of the air diminished 'at successive 
levels, as measured with barometen^ 
In balloons and on mountain tops. 
Of course, no one ever went up forty- 
five miles, but for a long time no oni 
was in a position to question the ac- 
curacy of the figures. At length a 
new basis for calculation was afford- 
ed. 
Simultaneous observations of a 
meteor from widely separated sta- 
tions on the earth's surface, together 
with careful measurements of the 
angle formed by the line of sight with 
a true horizontal, led to the convic- 
tion that the air must extend upward 
more 
than a hundred 
miles. 
A 
meteor is a bit of cold stone or metal 
which remains invisible until friction 
between its surface and the air makes 
the former hot. .The meteor becomes 
Incandescent from its high velocity. 
Still another method of computation 
is described by T, J. J, See, an astron- 
omer, in a recent issue of the United 
States Monthly Weather Review, 


If a person knows the exact nao- 
ment of sunset (which he can leajn 
from an almanac) and then notices 
when the last trace of blue disap- 
pears from the sky, he will be able 
to determine the height of the atmos- 
phere within five or ten miles by a 
formula 
which 
Mr. See supplies. 
Since the few observations thus far 
made 
show -slight 
differences, it 
would seem to be necessary that the 
matter be followed up further, so 
that the average of a large number 
could be found. The theory on which 
this plan is based is that the blue is 
reflected from, microscopic particles 
of nitrogen and oxygen in the upper 
layers of the atmosphere. 
This the- 
ory, says Mr. See, receives its most 
striking confirmation from the long 
duration of the blue color after sun- 
set, showing the great height of the 
particles which scatter the blue light. 
There can, he thinks, be very little 
doubt that our atmosphere extendi 
to a height of about 130 miles. 


Mr. See 
declares 
that a person 
gifted with good eyesight can, with a 
little practice, make these observa- 
tions easily, especially as they re- 
quire no instrumental aid. 


What Children Swallow. 


In the London Hospital there Is 
at present a tiny patient, one year 
and three weeks old, who is suffer- 
ing from the effects of swallowing a 
hair curler. 


Seven weeks ago, following every 
baby's instinct of putting anything 
and everything into its mouth, she 
seized upon a fascinating object used 
by ladies to Induce a becoming wave 
In the hair, and promptly swallowed 
it. The baby is kept under close ob- 
servation with the X-rays, and it is 
hoped that, as there is no infiamma- 
tion or high temperature, an opera- 
tion will not be necessary.

KEW iERSEY COAST CHANGES. 


Covroftioti Here Mid Depocilti of Sedl* 


ment There. 


Lewis M. Haupt has prepared for a 
recent report of the Btate 'Geologist 
of New Jersey a paper on 
action 
of th« tea along th« coast. 
In the 
ilrst place, inlets are rapidly eloiing« 
and harbors which were accessible 
to coasters within the memory of men 
now living near them are being closed 
by a drift of sediment. In the second 
place, there are numerous instances 
of the cutting away of beaches and 
the destruction of valuable property 
by the attack of the waves. 
In the 
third place» the barlike beaches are 
being extended by the drijt of sedi- 
ment along the coast before the pre- 
vailing waves, and eaten away on the 
ends exposed to these waves. 


For example, the spit which forms 
the northern boundary of the en- 
trance to Little Egg 
Harbor 
has 
moved southward at the average an- 
nual rate of ICS feet between 1769 
and 1885, and since 1885 at the rate 
of about 200 feet a year. Changes at 
this point are illustrated by the re- 
sort known a^ Sea Haven, whhih ii 
#ow laid out across what was former-' 
ly a navigable channel. 
While the 
spits are being built southward across 
Inlets, the opposite sides of the Inlets 
are being worn away by the wave at- 
tack and tide dcour. 
At Hereford 
Inlet, a few years ago, the Hotel 
Royal stood on what is now an ex- 
tensive mvcd flat, covering am^rea of 
one square mile, and exposed only at 
low 
water. 
This 
hotel has been 
moved back three times to escape de- 
struction from the- rapldvencroach- 
m©i*t of the inlet. > 


Mr. Haupt urrfes the enactment of 
laws that will'^provlde for the correc- 
tion of som/of these evils. Dredging 
will be needed to reopen certain har- 
bors, and me beaches of seaside re- 
sorts shoujd bte guarded and even ex- 
tended. 
¡Lie also recommends the 
utilization of tidal power and the 
reclaiming of mud flats as sources of 
wealth. iFlnoJly, he points out that 
the New/Jersey coast is one of the 
most dangerous «in the United States, 
and one in which there is no harbor 
of refuge^ in spite of the urgent de- 
mand fo^' one, which has frequently 
been pressed. 
Between Sandy Hook 
and Deliiware Breakwater, a distance 
of 
miles, there are believed to be 
more djistasters to ships than on any 
other stretch of coast line of equal 
Jedgth in the country. 
Within the 
twenty-three mile range of the light- 
house at Atlantic City 170 casualties 
were reported in ten years, as com- 
pared with eighty-three within range 
of the light at Fire Island, and twen^ 
ty-flve in the dreaded Cape Hatteras 
region.—New York Tiibune.

Japan's Thirst For 


War is Endless

|HB «nplr« of th* Mikado to a Japanese means spiritutl o&pir* 


and not a /nere mittrfil or temporal empire. For many centur- 
ies, wtilo tbe Mtkadoc (Heavenly Gates) were Isolated in their 
Holy Seclusion, -behind the Devil's Gate, at Kioto, there- reigned 
mere temporal rulers, the Sfeoeuns (great generals), at '1'otio. 
In 1867, the beginning of the Melji era. the Sat-Cho (SaUunui 
and Choshin provincials of fci«h degree), a. political rin*. over- 


threw the fifcoguns and brought the figurehead of the empire from bia aa- 
cred isolation at Kioto. 
He is the religious head of the nation, tepefying the Bushido 
(<wmr 


spirit) of the people, that is all. He is not Emperor—a word the Japanese do 
not know, although they use it to deceive Westerners. A Mikado Is Tenno 
(son of heaven or God} 
He never cies. but hodzurus (translates). He i» 


God in man's form and as such can only reign in the spirit of the nation. 


The real temporal r-j!er of the Empire of Japan is that Sat-Cho. a political 


clique, and the Mikado is only puppet King. His mentality is of a very low 
order, in fact all the high nobles of Japan under the old order of nobility wer» 
ratirer effeminate, if nos really imbecile. The Mikado is no exception to this 
category- Therefore he is easily handled politically k^ the ringsters, -whose 
oalr alii IB to satisfy Samourisu, or Bashido, the wu& spirit of the nation, 
handed down to them, from the time of Krishna, god of war. of Brahmin Ism, 
even at the begincicg of protestant Buddhism.

HEIGHT OP THE ATMOSPHERE. 


Estimates Which Considerably Ex* 
cced the Old Ones. 


Something like half a century ago 
it was thought that the atmospheric 
envelope of the globe was about for­ 
ty-five miles thick. 
The belief was 
based on the r^te at which the density 
of the air diminished "at successive 
levels, as measured with barometer^ 
in balloons and on mountain tops. 
Of course, no one ever went up forty* 
five miles, but for a long time no on* 
was in a position to question the ac­ 
curacy of the figures. 
At length a 
new basis for calculation was afford­ 
ed. 
Simultaneous observations of a 
meteor from widely separated sta­ 
tions on the earth's surface, together 
with careful measurements of the 
angle formed by the line of sight with 
a true horizontal, led to the convic­ 
tion that the air must extend upward 
more 
than a hundred 
miles. 
A 
meteor is a bit of cold stone or metal 
which remains invisible until friction 
between Its surface and the air makes 
the former hot. .The meteor becomes 
incandescent from Its high velocity. 
Still another method of computation 
is described by T. J. J. See, an astron­ 
omer, in a recent issue of the United 
States Monthly Weather Review. 
<■ 
If a person knows the exact mc£ 
ment of sunset (which he can learn 
from an almanac) and then notices 
when the last trace of blue disap­ 
pears from the sky, he will be able 
to determine the height of the atmos­ 
phere within five or ten miles by a 
formula 
which 
Mr. See supplies. 
Since the few observations thus far 
made 
show ‘»light 
differences, it 
would seem to be necessary that the 
matter be followed up further, so 
that the average of a large number 
could be found. The theory on which 
this plan is based is that the blue is 
reflected from microscopic particles 
of nitrogen and oxygen in the upper 
layers of the atmosphere. 
This the­ 
ory, says Mr. See, receives its most 
striking confirmation from the long 
duration of the blue color after sun­ 
set, showing the great height of the 
particles which scatter the blue light. 
There can, he thinks, be very little 
doubt that our atmosphere extends 
to a height of about 130 miles. 


Mr. See 
declares 
that a person 
gifted with good eyesight can, with a 
little practice, make these observa­ 
tions easily, especially as they re­ 
quire no instrumental aid. 


W hat Children Swallow. 


- In the London Hospital there is 
at present a tiny patient, one year 
and three weeks old, who is suffer­ 
ing from the effects of swallowing a 
hair curler. 


Seven weeks ago, following every 
baby's instinct of putting anything 
and everything into its mouth, she 
seized upon a fascinating object used 
by ladles to induce a becoming wave 
in the hair, and promptly swallowed 
it. The baby is kept under close ob­ 
servation with the X-rays, and it is 
hoped that, as there is no inflamma­ 
tion or high temperature, an opera­ 
tion will not be necessary. 


A Daily Mail* reporter was in­ 
formed that the4 case was by nc 
means exceptional. 
Recently a child 
was under treatment who had swal­ 
lowed a toy bicycle, and another wap 
brought in with a brass monkey in 
his interior. 
Coins and boot button» 
were

frequently 
swallowed; 
while thimbles, pins and even knlf€ 
blades have been removed from tiny 
children. 
Owing to the X-ray the 
treatment of such cases has been 
much simplified,—London Mail.

Lewis M. Haupt has prepared for a 
recent report of the State 'Geologist 
of New Jersey a paper on the action 
of the sea along the coast. 
In the 
first place, inlets are rapidly closing, 
and harbors which were accessible 
to coasters within the memory of men 
now living near them are being closed 
by a drift of sediment. In the second 
place, there are numerous instances 
of the cutting away of beaches and 
the destruction of valuable property 
by the attack of the waves. 
In the 
third place, the barlike beaches are 
being extended by the drift of sedi­ 
ment along the coast before the pre­ 
vailing waves, and eaten away on the 
endB exposed to these waves. 


For example, the spit which forms 
the northern boundary of the en­ 
trance to Little Egg 
Harbor 
has 
moved southward at the average an­ 
nual rate of 168 feet between 1769 
and 1885, and since 1885 at the rate 
of about 200 feet a year. Changes at 
this point are illustrated by the re­ 
sort known ai Sea Haven, whfch la 
#ow laid out across what was former* 
ly a navigable channel. 
While the 
spits are being built southward across 
inlets, the opposite sides of the inlets 
are being worn away by the wave at­ 
tack and tide tfcour. 
At Hereford 
Inlet, a few years ago, the Hotel 
Royal stood on what is now an ex­ 
tensive mud flat, covering am^area of 
one square mile, and exposed only at 
low 
water, 
This 
hotel has been 
moved back three times to escape de­ 
struction from the*-rapidv encroach­ 
ment of the inlet. J 


Mr. Haupt urges the enactment of 
laws that will^provide for the correc­ 
tion of somaof these evils. Dredging 
will be needed to reopen certain har­ 
bors, and rae beaches of seaside re­ 
sorts should bte guarded and even ex­ 
tended. 
lie also recommends the 
utilization of tidal power and the 
reclaiming of mud flats as sources of 
wealth. ^Finally, he points out that 
the New/Jersey coast is one of the 
most dangerous *in the United States, 
and one In which there Is no harbor 
of refuge? in spite of the urgent de­ 
mand foiy one, which has frequently 
been pressed. 
Between Sandy Hook 
and Delaware Breakwater, a distance 
of 12'i miles, there are believed to be 
m<^re distasters to ships than on any 
other stretch of coast line of equal 
Jerigth in the country. 
Within the 
twenty-three mile range of the light­ 
house at Atlantic City 170 casualties 
were reported In ten years, as com­ 
pared with eighty-three within range 
of the light at Fire Island, and twen­ 
ty-five in the dreaded Cape Hatteras 
region.—New York, Tribune.

HE empire of the Mikado to a Japanese means spiritual empire 
and not a mere material or temporal empire. For many centur­ 
ies, while tbe Mikados (Heavenly Gates).were isolated in their 
floly Seclusion, «behind the Devil's Gate, at Kioto* tliero reigned 
mere temporal rulers, the Sfcogims (<great generals), at 'l’oklo, 
In 1S67, the beginning of the Meiji era, the Sat-Cho (Satsum* 
and Choshln provincials of ’high degree), a political ring, over­ 
threw the tShoguns and brought the figurehead of the empire from bis sa­ 
cred Isolation at Kioto. 


He is the religious head of the nation, typefying 
the 
Bushido 
Owar 
spirit) of the people, that is all. He is not Emperor—a word the Japanese do 
not know, although they use it to deceive Westerners. A Mikado is Tenno 
(son of heaven or God) 
He never dios, but hodzurus (translates). 
He I* 
God in man's form and as*such can only reign in the spirit of the nation. 


The real temporal ruler of the Empire of Japan fs that Sat-Cho, a political 
clique, and the Mikado is only puppet King. 
His mentality is of a very low 
order, in fact all the high nobles of Japan under the old order of nobility were 
ratlrer effeminate, if not really imbecile. The Mikado is no exception to this 
category. 
Therefore he is easily handled politically 
only alsi is to satisfy Samourisu, or Bushido, the vnim 
handed down to them, from the time of KYishna, god 01 
even at the beginning of protestant Buddhism. 


This is th«! curse of the Japanese people, that love of fighting and b^eWes, 
there is the worship of heroes. And how are heroes to be made In a Japanese 
point of view save by war? Samuraism before the disestablishment of feudal­ 
ism, in 1867, was satiated by wars (between the Damols. Each province or 
'high class family^ servants OSamaurai) would fight with the next ones. But 
in 1867 Samurai were nationalized into a central army, or lighting force.

In barracks for any length of time. It soon demands a new war. Where will 
a war he found to appease it toy that ring of political trickster* called Sat- 
Ohoc except in a foreign war?

Justice David J. Brewer. 


Justice Gaynor Speaks of Responslb!!* 
ities of Bench and Bar. 


Justice William J. Gaynor, of Brook­ 
lyn, was tlio principal guest at the 
annual dinner of the Lawyers* Club, 
at Buffalo, N. Y. 
His subject was 


"Tho Responsibilities of the Bencfc 
and Bar.41 
• 


“You have,” he said,' “a high 
re­ 
sponsibility. You are educated beyond 
tho rest of the community in law and 
government, and have in that respect 
nn immeasurable advantage over them 
for good or for evil. 
Seventy per 
cent, of the members of our legisla­ 
tures are lawyers. 
They control the 
legislation of the country. They are, 
therefore, responsible for certain con­ 
ditions existing in the country.” 


The Justice then related how the 
courts had dissolved the original Stan« 
dard Oil, Sugnr and other trusts, and 
said: 


“But what did the lawyers in our 
legislatures 
straightway 
do? 
Why, 
they passed laws to nullify tho effect 
of 
these 
judicial 
decisions. 
They 
passed statutes enabling the creation 
of corporations to acquire and hold 
the salaries of stock of any othei 
number 
of 'corporations 
without 
limit,” 


By the creation of hoMing corpor­ 
ations, he said, the corporations that 
had been declared illegal by the courts 
were 
perpetuated. 
Justice 
Gaynor 
called railroad rebating a heartless 
crime, and said that “the use of our 
highways to perpetuate it made it as 
bad as common, vulgar highway rob­ 
bery, 
and 
succeeding 
generations 
would look toack upon us as lost to 
moral sense to have tolerated it so 
long.” 


He said that the lawyera had a re­ 
sponsibility for this wrong, for it nev­ 
er could have continued except by 
their aid or acquiescence and could 
not 
do 
so now 
if they \mited in 
ed/ucatlng the community to a full com­ 
prehension of its enormity, and to tho 
fact that the railroads were not pri­ 
vate roads, buit public highways, over 
which every one had the right of 
transportation on equal terms.

Kibbey, of Arazona, in his an­ 
nual report says 
that 
unexampled 
prosperity for the mining 
Industry 
characterized the fiscal year ended 
June 30 last. 


“Copper mining 
particularly,” he 
says, “has had and has the proportions 
of a veritable boom. 
From the best 
figures obtainable I estimate that the 
production of copper in this Territory 
for the present calendar year will 
aggregate 300,000,000 pounds, which 
would ‘be worth at the average New 
York price at least $54,000,000,” 


Gov. Kibbey devotes a chapter of 
his report to the subject of taxation, 
«which was one of the most discussed 
features of Territorial conditions in 
the hearings on the statehood ques­ 
tion before Congress committee^ last 
winter. 
The Governor admits 
that 
the subject is perplexing, ami} the ef­ 
forts of the last year to secure a 
more equal distribution of Che burdeps 
of taxation have emphasized fihe state­ 
ment.
